Cutting of this stretch of line will 
deal the final blow to German com- 
munications, and open the way for 
a thrust on Krivoi Rog from the 
rear. 

The German News Agency .last 
night stated that German forces 
have made a nine-miles’ advance 
towards ‘Kiev from a point south- 
cast of Korosten.

An epidemic of influenza has 
laid low more than 700 employés 
of the Liverpool Corporation 
Passenger Transport Depart- 
ment. Thanks to this lack of 
man-power, the Department has 
had to withdraw from service as 
many as 33 of its tramcars. Wide- 
spread epidemics of influenza are 
no novelty; in fact, the so-called 
Spanish ‘flu that broke out at 
ithe close of the last war assumed 
the proportions of a national 
menace. Nevertheless, it is a 
curious thing that the outburst 
now raging on the Merseyside 
should have a special preference 
for transport workers. Ad- 
mittedly we know little of tram- 
car drivers — the particular 
nature of whose calling keeps 
them isolated from our intimacy 
—but the average tram  con- 
ductor, as we know him in 
Dublin, is an agreeable, long- 
suffering man, and it is reason- 
able to suppose that his English 
counterpart has a similar disposi- 
tion. It is hard to understand 


.jwhy Providence should see fit to 


afflict him with this uncomfort- 


able malady. After all, a plague 


of ’flu that wrought havoc on 
members of the diamond-cutting 
profession would cause rather 
less dislocation to one’s daily 
activities. We bear no malice to 
the men who specialise in this 
highly intricate art, but most of 
us conveniently could survive 
without them. Interesting lines 
of speculation are opened up by 
the reminder that an insidious 
epidemic can cause at least the 
partial disruption of a civic or 
social service. If 80 per cent. of 
the barbers in Dublin were 
attacked by diphtheria, within a 
few weeks we probably should 
notice a sudden increase in the 
number of awkward-looking hair 
trinfs of the pudding basin 
variety. Men engaged in artistic 
enterprise would not be affected 
seriously if this particular 
tragedy were to occur, but a 
widespread epidemic of mumps 
among makers of corduroy’ 
trousers would involve a major 
panic in our artistic circles. The 
transport official is one of the 
most invaluable factors in our 
daily life, and cannot be spared 
conveniently. Let us hope that 
D.U.T.C. workers will bear in 
mind the awful example of 
Liverpool, and will take all due 
precaution against illness this 
winter. Any further depletion in 
the existing transport services is 


a prospect altogether too grim.

£8,000,000 borrowed would be 
$16,000,000 (not £13,000,000) by 
the time it; had been paid back to 
the lenders—mainly bankers. We 
agree that this larger sum would 
not be too great a price for the re- 
moval of half the slums, 

But it need not be paid. Under 
a sane financial policy where the 
State, and not private interests, 
would control finance and credits. 
the £8,000,000 would be provided at 
a rate of interest sufficient to cover 
administration, but otherwise yield- 
ing no profits. 

t is becoming a little out of 
date—not to say foolish—to de- 
scribe such a policy as ‘‘wizardry”’ 
or ‘‘waving a magic wand,” and I 
would remind you that even under 
the existing financial system the 
British Government has been able 
to secure loans from the Bank of 
England at practically interest-free 
rates. If it is insisted that we in 

ntain the present ludi- 
crous findncial system, could not 
Mr, Sean T. O'Kelly borrow Mr

AMBULANCE SERVICES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—With reference to the state- 
ment of the City Manager, as pub- 
December 
2nd, 1943, to the effect that the 
Irish Red Cross ambulance service 
had been discontinued as a result of 
curtailment of petrol, I should like 
to bring to the notice of your readers 
the following facts :— 

We have in Dublin City area 19 
which are earmarked 
for specific duties, viz. :'— 

(a) 10 ambulances for use by our 
Voluntary Aid Divisions in conjunc- 
tion “with the L.D.F. against the 
eventuality of emergency conditions 
arising. 

(b) 9 ambulances for use by our 
First Aid Divisions in the event of 
air raids. 

Since the bombing of Donore 
avenue, South Circular road (in 
January, 1941), we have maintained, 
in agreement with the Dublin Cor- 

ration, an emergency service of 

hree vehicles, with the appropriate 
ersonnel, such personnel being on 
uty every night at 21 St. Stephen’s 
Green, from 10 p.m. to 8 a.m. The 
movement of these vehicles from the 
premises is subject to the control 
of the Dyblin Corporation. 

In September, 1943, the Depart- 
ment of Supplies imposed the 
following restrictions :— 

(1) Our monthly petrol allowance 
was reduced from 12 gallons to five 


quota was granted subject to the 
furnishing of logs of journeys made 
during the previous month—no 
allowance to be given for purposes 
of training drivers. 

(2) Supplementary allowances 
were disallowed unless a medical 
certificate was furnished by the 


to travel by any means of trans- 

rt other than ambulance, and the 
ocal authorities certified that their 
own vehicles were not available for 
the purpose. 

In view of the reductions in the 

trol allowances and the .reatric- 
ions and conditions imposed on the 
uses of its ambulances, the Society 
was compelled to withdraw the ser- 
vice hitherto in operation by which 
the night emergency ambulances 
were available for urgent calls, or 
in cases where other services were 
not obtainable. In the meantime, 
our 19 Dublin ambulances and 60 
others throughout the country are
